How Cast Burdens on Him? 
Every Christian knows that he can 
and should cast his burdens on the Lord 
But too often we fail in one of three 
ways: First, we don't even try to; sec- 
ond, we don't know how to; third, we 
don't leave them with the Lord. But 
let us lock squarely at the problem in 
the light of Scripture. Is He not able 
to bear our burdens? Certainly He is 
“He stretcheth out the north over the 
empty place, and hangeth the earth upon 
nothing” (Job 26:7) Through Christ 
He upholds “all things by the word of 
his power” (Heb. 1:3). He is “able to 
do exceeding abundantly above all that 
we ask or think” (Eph. 3:20) Is He 
willing to? Certainly. “Cast thy bur- 
den upon the Lord, and he shall sustain 
thee” (Psa. 55:22). “Come unto me, all 
ye that labour and are heavy laden, and 
I will give you rest” (Matt. 11:28). “Cast- 
ing all your care upon him; for he careth 
for you” (1 Pet. 5:7). “He hath said, I 
will never leave thee, nor forsake thee 
So that we may boldly say, The Lord is 
my helper” (Heb. 13:5, 6). These are 
the invitations and promises of our faith- 
ful God, whose Word cannot be broken 
Then what should a believer do who is 
really burdened? Find a time and place 
when you can be quiet and alone with 
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your Heavenly Father. This may be only 
in the very early hours of the morning. 
Take two or three of His promises— 
even one is enough—and let them fill 
your mind and heart. Then, with a 
promise before you, either in your open 
Bible or having committed it to mem- 
ory, tell your Heavenly Father in detail 
of everything that burdens you. Ask 
Him to lift the burdens from your heart 
and show you what your next step is, or 
work for you in His own way. Be hon- 
est with Him, and be sure you tell Him 
everything. This will relieve you, and 
you can hide nothing from Him any- 
way. When you have done this, you 
have acted by faith, believing His prom- 
ises and that He is a prayer hearing and 
prayer answering God. Then you must 
take a further step of faith, and honor 
Him by trusting Him to carry your bur- 
dens and to begin working at once for 
you in regard to the things that you have 
spread before Him. If you take time 
enough to meditate quietly on one of the 
promises, and let that sink right down 
into your heart, and then spread your 
burdens before the Lord, deliberately, 
and in detail, you will soon find the 
peace of God flooding your heart. Then 
you will need to “take unto you the 
whole armour of God .. and having 
done all, to stand” (Eph. 6:13). 


Our Crucified, Risen, and Exalted Saviour 


phasized three great facts concerning 
their incarnate Lord: His crucifix- 
ion, resurrection, and exaltation. The 
first was an act of destruction, perpe- 
trated by man: the second was a crea- 
tive act. wrought by God; and the third 
an award of honor and authority con- 
ferred by God on His beloved Son. 
In the light of the Resurrection, the

1:10). 




















apostles realized the wickedness of that 
dark deed at Calvary. -The Jews had 
killed one whose “miracles and won- 
ders and signs” revealed that He was 
“approved of God.” “Him,” declared 
Peter, “ye have taken, and by wicked 
hands have crucified and slain” (Acts 
2:23). All the powers of hate, hypocrisy, 
covetousness, pride, and envy had united 
to destroy the Son of God. There could 
be no peace for the corrupt leaders of 
the nation until they had put Christ 
out of the way. With Him destroyed, 
they could pursue their wicked ways, 
so they thought, without opposition 
They took effective steps to prevent any 
interference with the body of Christ. 
Their guilty consciences made them ter- 
ribly suspicious lest the disciples should 
steal. the body, and then declare Christ 
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had risen from the dead. Thus they 
urged Pilate to seal and guard the sep- 
ulcher. There was no need for this, so 
far as the disciples were concerned; they 
were too cowed, too fearful, too full of 
dismay and despair to engage in such a 
dangerous adventure. With the cruci- 
fixion and burial of Christ their hopes 
and ambitions had perished. Our Lord’s 
references to His redemptive mission had 
fallen on ears deafened by the loud 
voices of ambition and pride. 

It was not until the apostles received 
the gift of the Holy Spirit that they 
understood fully that the death of Christ 
was according to God’s foreknowledge 
and plan. Then they realized that God 
had used that cruel act of murder to 
fulfill His own glorious purposes. Then 
they saw the voluntary nature of Christ’s 
death and the redemptive blessings 
which flowed from the offering of Himself 
upon the cross. Through His death 
Christ had atoned for sin and made for- 
giveness possible (Acts 5:31; 10:43). 
When Peter penned his First Epistle, in 
later years, he reveals the full signifi- 
cance of Christ’s death in the words, 
“For Christ also hath once suffered for 
sins, the just for the unjust, that he 
might bring us to God, being put to 
death in the flesh, but quickened by the 
Spirit” (1 Pet. 3:18). Little did man 
realize when he had done his worst that 
he was helping to work out God's plan 
of salvation for a fallen race. 

But the Resurrecticn was absolutely 
essential for the fulfillment of God’s re- 
demptive purposes. Thus man’s act of 
destruction was followed by a stupen- 
dous act of creation on the part of God. 
Out of death He brought forth life. It 
was an astounding thing to the apostles 
when God breathed life into that broken, 
bleeding, lifeless body of their Lord and 
raised Him from the dead. It was a 
direct, invisible, creative act cf God 
carried out within the silence and dark- 
ness of the tomb. They had seen their 
Lord raise the dead, and marveled at 
His power; but to them the resurrec- 
tion of Christ was the miracle of mir- 
acles. The mighty God of Heaven had 
visited the dark tomb and raised Christ 
from the dead. 

It was the same Christ with whom 
the disciples had sweet fellowship after 
His resurrection, but it was a transformed 
Christ. There was something so divine, 
so majestic in His appearance, that His 
deity was established for ever in their 
minds. The skeptical Thomas bowed be- 
fore Him in awe and adoration, exclaim- 
ing, “My Lord and my God” (John 20: 
28). Again and again Peter asserts that 
it was God who raised Christ from the 


dead (‘see Acts 2:24; 3:15; 4:10; 5:30; 
10:40). The evidence was so overwhelm- 
ing that it was futile for the Jewish 


authorities to try to deceive the people 
with their weak and foolish story of 
thefts (Matt. 28:13). A number of priests 
were so convinced that Christ had risen 
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again that they “were obedient to the 
faith” (Acts 6:7). 

By this creative act of God, Jesus of 
Nazareth, crucified by the Jews, was “de- 
clared to be the Son of God with power” 
(Rom. 1:4). Men had called Him a de- 
ceiver, had treated His claim to be God's 
Son with ridicule and contempt. At the 
foot of the cross they asked Him to 
prove His Sonship by stepping down 
from the cross. After Pentecost those same 
murderers and mockers were so troubled 
because they had crucified the Son of 
God that in terror they cried out, “Men 
and brethren, what shall we do?” (Acts 
2:37.) They knew not how to atone for 
such a terrible deed: they felt that God's 
sword of judgment was hanging over 
them. By many infallible proofs the 
resurrection and the Sonship of Christ 
were established forever. 

In reading the Acts and the Epistles, 
we find it is the thought of the exalted 
Christ that filled the mind and vision 
of the apostles. God had not only raised 
Christ from the dead, but also to a place 
of honor and of power. By faith they 
saw Him sitting at the “right hand of 
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God” (Acts 2:33; Col. 3:1); honored by 
God with a place in Heaven “far above 
all principality, and power, and might, 
and dominion” (Eph. 1:21). The early 
disciples ever thought of Christ as a liv- 
ing, reigning Saviour whose grace and 
power were far more available than 
when He lived His life on earth, bound 
by the limitations of the flesh. It was 
the vision of an exalted Christ that gave 
them such courage, such power of en- 
durance. They knew that through the 
Holy Spirit He was ever with them in 
every hour of need. The dying Stephen 
gained his courage by looking upwards, 
where “he saw the glory of God, and 
Jesus standing on the right hand of God” 
(Acts 7:55). The screly tried Hebrew 
Christians were exhorted to remember 
that Christ, “after he had offered one 
sacrifice for sins for ever, sat down on 
the right hand of God” (Heb. 10:12). He 
was their great High Priest who had 
passed into Heaven now to appear in the 
presence of God for them (9:24), as 
their Saviour, Intercessor (7:25), Sus- 
tainer (4:14-16). They were urged ever

A natural time for subscribers to

This would be 
a reminder for prayer, and, though it 
would be impossible to record results, 
surely God would hear and blessings 
would follow such a volume of prayer. 
The verses referred te by the Michi- 
gan reader are these: “I exhort there- 
fore, that, first of all, supplications, 
prayers, intercessions, and giving of 
thanks, be made for all men; for kings, 
and for all that are in authority; that 
we may lead a quiet and peaceable life 
in all godliness and honesty.”

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The Joy That Springs From Christ's Resurrection 


Hew it seals the blessings procured at the cross 





NEVER-ENDING stream of joy 
A flows from Christ’s empty tomb. 

Gladness quickly followed gloom 
on the resurrection morn. It is true, as 
Professor Salmond reminds us, that “all 
the apostles were at one in making the 
death and resurrection of Christ the 
foundation of their own faith and the 
principle of their doctrine. To all, the 
death of Christ was the basis of their 
proclamation of forgiveness and recon- 
ciliation, and the life cf Christ was the 
final argument for their immortality. All 
found in the power of Christ within 
them here, the assurance of ‘their life 
with Christ hereafter.” 

Yet it must be borne in mind that the 
disciples did not. fully understand the 
Scriptures concerning His rising again 
from the dead. “For as yet they knew 
not the scripture, that he must rise again 
from the dead” (John 20:9). When they 
went away to their own homes, the dis- 
ciples were a crestiallen company (Luke 
24:11). When the risen Lord met two 
of them on the Emmaus road, He found 
them most dejected (Luke 24:17). But 
once they were gripped by the fact that 
the Christ they saw crucified and buried 
was alive again, what a change! Their 
joy knew no bounds (Luke 24:32, 53). 
Delight drove all despair out of their 
hearts. How glad they were when they 
saw the Lord! (John 20:20.) The fact 
of the Resurrection soon became a factcr 
in their life and labors, giving a glad- 
ness and spiritual hilarity to their wit- 
ness, hitherto unknown. This is why 
the Book of Acts, in spite of the ex- 
treme suffering of the witnesses for 
Christ’s sake, finds joy _ persisting 
throughout its dramatic pages. 


OW could the disciples be sad when 
in and with them was the risen Lord 
Himself, causing them tc experience the 
power of His resurrection? Pentecost 
found Peter and the rest witnessing as 
Spirit-filled men. Theirs was a joyous 
confidence, banishing all cowardice, and 
girding them with holy audacity for the 
Gospel’s sake. He who had burst the 
bars of death was at their side, nerving 
them to hazard their lives for His name. 
The Resurrection, the keystone of the 
arch of Christianity, provided its heralds 
with a message of hope and certainty. 
Easter joy filled their hearts and made 
them more than conquerors. 
With the clearer light of the Spirit. 
the disciples came to see that the grave 
of their Master was the highway to tri- 


umph. 
Hell and the grave combined their force, 
To hold our Lord in vain; 
Sudden the Conqueror arose, 
And burst their feeble chain. 


The bodily resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus Christ proclaims to all be- 
lievers that His work on the cross 
was effective for us. It was the 
climax of the great struggle between 
Christ and Satan, and assures us of 
forgiveness, power, and eternal life. 
Dr. Lockyer outlines in this article 
many of the blessings that flow from 
the fact of the Resurrection. As 
Easter approaches again, let us re- 
member that Christ’s resurrection 
power is available for the problems 
of everyday life. 








Several years ago Dr. James Little of 
Ireland wrote: 

“Easter is the day when everything 
shines in the light of the immortal hope. 
It comes like a beacon light shining 
brightly on the hilltcp, illuminating all 
the dark world around. In the present 
life the soul is more or less dominated 
by the body, with the result that hopes 
are disappointed, plans frustrated. op- 
portunities missed, and ideals unrealized; 
but in the future life the soul will be 
supreme; then hcpe will attain full fru- 
ition, spiritual development be continu- 
ous, and every aspiration cf the spiritual 
nature reach fulfillment. Amid the dull 
routine of the world, with all its sad- 
ness and tragedy, Easter Day dawns for 
us with a brighter hope of the Eternal 
Day when the cry of the soul shall be 
heard above that of the body, and be 
fully satisfied because we know that 
when we awake we shall be satisfied 
with His likeness (Psa. 17:15).” 

It is not difficult to trace how Easter 
sets the joybells ringing in Heaven and 
on earth, 

Easter brought joy to the disciples. 
To the first generation of saints, the 
Resurrection meant reunion with their 
blessed Lord, and empowerment for His 
service (Acts 1:8). His death and resur- 
rection were to become both a doctrine 
and a dynamic in their witness. To them 
the Resurrection became the synonym 
for joy and the source of spiritual bless- 
ing. 


S WE read the Acts, we see the apos- 
tles placing this great truth in the 
forefront of their teaching and preaching, 
with remarkable results. Belief in such 
a fact changed the whole face of the 
world, and within a few decades was 
carried to the utmost bounds of the Ro- 
man Empire. which was turned upside 
down by the potent message of Christ 
as the Conqueror of death. 
Easter brings joy to all who believe. 
When Sccrates was dying, his pathetic 
cry testified to the lack of the light of 
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resurrection. “I have faith in the future. 
and I think I see the golden islands, but 
oh, that we had a stouter vessel or a 
stronger word!” Praise God, the Resur- 
rection provides us with a “stouter ves- 
sel” and “a stronger word.” “Because 
I live, ye shall live also” (John 14:19) 


RE we nct privileged to live on the 

Resurrection side of Calvary, and 
have the bells of joy, hope, assurance, and 
triumph ringing in our hearts? What 
multitudinous blessings are ours, al] be- 
cause of Him who died and rose again 
on our behalf! 

We have the joy of reconciliation 
(Rom. 5:11, R.V.). Through the empty 
cross and the empty tomb all enmity 
vanishes, and submission and trust take 
its place. This new bond of sonship 
is ours. 

We have the joy of eternal salvation 
(Rom. 4:25; 10:9, 10). If Christ did not 
rise again, we are still in (and will ever 
be in) our sin. If there is no resurrec- 
tion, there can be no regereration (1 Cox 
15:17). 

We have the joy of 
(Rom. 6:1-6). Holiness is the fruit of our 
union with Christ as the risen, glorified 
Lord. He relives His life in and through 
our life. Is ours the joy of living this 
life “more abundantly”? (Jchn 10:10.)

We have the joy of immortality ( 
Tim. 6:16: 2 Tim. 1:10). The future to 
those of us who are Christ’s is no unex- 
plored territory full of  frighteni 
shadows Because He passed through 
the tcmb in resurrection triumph, He 
illumined the valley for His own, and 
will raise their bodies at His ccmin 
again. 

We have the joy of reunion (1 Thess 
4:14). The empty grave tells us that all 
the graves of our dead in Christ will 
likewise be emptied, and that our loved 
ones will be given back to us (1 Thess 
4:16, 17). 

We are to have the joy of seeing the 
Lord Jesus crowned (Heb. 2:9) The 
slain Lamb will be in the midst of th« 
throne. Ours is the prospect of seein 
Jesus “crowned with glicry and honour.’ 
The scepter of universal dominion is to 
rest in the pierced hand of Him who 
opened the sealed tomb and came forth 
to live for evermore. 

God grant, that as the joy bells of 
Easter peal forth their melody again 
our own hearts will respond with that 
consecrated living and surrendered serv- 
ice which are pleasing to Him who is 
the “resurrection and the life.” 

OKLAHOMA Clty, OKLA, 
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VIII. Recent Attacks of Russia on Christ and the Bible 


Do they set the stage for the greatest battle for 
the Christian faith this world has ever seen? 


N THIS article I would like to call at- 

tention to some of the more recent 
statements, concerning the Bible and es- 
pecially the Lord Jesus Christ, appear- 
ing in Russian literature, that, as far 
as I know, have never appeared in the 
English language before. This material 
was translated for me, professionally, at 
Yale University, where there is at the 
present time a distinguished department 
of Russian literature and history. Be- 
fore considering these recent statements, 
it will be to our advantage to go back 
a century, to the beginning of this dia- 
bolical antagonism to Christ and the 
Christian faith. 

The repudiation of Christianity, and 
all that is involved in it, on the part 
of Kar] Marx, roots from the work of 
Feuerbach’s “Essence of Christianity.” 
Marx exclaimed, “Who has annihilated 
the war of the gods, which the philoso- 
phers alone knew? Feuerbach! Who 
has put man in place of the old lumber 
and in place of the infinite conscious- 
hess as well? Feuerbach, and no one 
@lse!” It was Feuerbach who said, “I 
Have shown that Christianity has in fact 
long vanished, not only from the reason, 
but from the life of mankind.” 

In 1848; Marx and Engels issued their 
famous “Manifesto of the Communist 
Party,” one of the most significant docu- 
ments of modern times. In the midst 
of this document is the famous condem- 
Nation of all religious beliefs, reading 
as follows: 

“When the ancient world was in its 
last throes, the ancient religions were 
overcome by Christianity. When Chris- 
tian ideas succumbed, in the 18th cen- 
tury, to rationalist ideas, feudal society 
fought its deathbattle with the then rev- 
dlutionary bourgeoisie. The ideas of re- 
ligious liberty and freedom of conscience, 
merely gave expression to the sway of 
free competition within the domain of 
knowledge. ‘Undoubtedly,’ it will be 
said, ‘religious, moral, philosophical, and 
juridical ideas have been modified in 
the course of historical development. 
But religion, morality, philoscphy, politi- 
cal science, and law constantly survived 
this change. There are, besides, eternal 
truths, such as freedom, justice, etc., 
that are common to all states of society. 
But Communism abolishes eternal truths, 
it abolishes all religion, and all morality, 
instead of constituting them on a new 
basis; it therefore acts in ccntradiction 
to all past historical experience.’ ” 

The provisions of Russian law of April 
8, 1929, supplemented by certain articles 
-in “The Criminal Code,” published in 
1938, revealed the official attitude of So- 
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viet Russia to Christianity. The pro- 
gram of the official Soviet Party, pub- 
lished in 1932, Article 13, reads as fol- 
lows: 

“With regard to religion, the Com- 
munist Party of the Soviet Union does 
not confine itself to the already decreed 
separation of church and state and of 
school and church, i.e., measures advo- 
cated in the programs of bourgeois de- 
mocracy, which the latter has nowhere 
consistently carried out to the end owing 
to the diverse and actual ties which bind 
capital with religious propaganda. The 
Communist Party of the Soviet Union 
is guided by the conviction that only 
conscious and deliberate planning of all 
the social and economic activities of 
the masses will cause religious prejudices 
to die out. The Party strives for the com- 
plete dissolution of the ties between the 
exploiting classes and the organizations 
of religious propaganda; facilitates the 
real emancipation of the working masses 
from religious prejudices, and organizes 
the widest possible scientific educational 
and antireligious propaganda. At the 
same time it is necessary carefully to 
avoid giving offense to the religious sen- 
timents of believers, which only leads 
to the strengthening of religious fanati- 
cism.” 

I would riow like to turn to the “Great 
Soviet Encyclopedia” (second editicn, 
published in Moscow in 1950), to the 
article “Bible.” appearing in Vol, 5. One 
is astonished to find here such sweeping 
statements that practically every his- 
torical scholar of the Western world 
would repudiate. Thus, for example, 
“Both Moses and Jesus are mythological 
characters.” “Marxian criticism throws 
away the fairy tales of the supernatural 
origin and sanctity of that book.” And, 
here is something that I did not know 
that any man claiming to be a scholar 
would dare to say today, whatever his 
attitude to Jesus Christ, that the most 
ancient Christian work preserved to us 
is the Revelation of Saint John! And, 
that “the New Testament part of the 
Bible was composed in the second cen- 
tury of our era.” 

It is, however, in the article, “Jesus 
Christ,” appearing in Vol. 27, of this im- 
portant Encyclopedia (Moscow, 1933), 
that we really discover what Soviet 


Russia is believing, today, concerning 
the Lord Jesus: 
“Jesus Christ—a personality com- 


pletely unhistorical, a product of re- 
ligious ideology, having been contrived 
on the basis of the particular social 
structure of the Roman Empire in the 
first century of the Christian era.” 
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“Another indication of the nonhisto- 
ricity of Jesus Christ lies in the fact 
that in the ancient Christian literature 
as produced, even that which was canon. 
ized, no mention is made of Him as a 
real person, but everywhere He is de- 
scribed only as a religiously-fantastical, 
super-human, divine creature.” 

“The particularized description (com- 
plete with every kind of detail) of the 
imaginary earthly life and activity of 
Jesus Christ is given in the so-called 
Gospels, edited ca. the middle of the 
2nd century (A.D.). However, these 
works are full of every kind of contra- 
diction, historigraphical and geographi- 
cal nonsense, and fantastic details; and 
are written in large part on the basis 
of Old Testament places and figures. As 
such the Gospels do not deserve to be 
trusted and not one of their notices of 
Jesus Christ as a real man and historical 
person is above criticism.” 

“The stories of the trial and execution 
of Jesus Christ are replete with non- 
sense and contradictions. His arrest on 
Easter night by armed servants of Jew- 
ish archpriests is not connected with 
religious prohibition for the Jews against 
carrying on ‘secular’ activities, and more 
than that against carrying arms at the 
time of religious holidays. His trial at 
night in the private home of the arch- 
priest, with condemnation to crucifixion 
for calling Himself the son of god, with 
false witnesses and no defenders, is not 
possible historically and juridically and 
is totally false and an invention. A 
Jewish trial could be held only in the 
daytime, on a working day, obligatorily 
in a special chamber next to the temple 
at Jerusalem with the obligatory pres- 
ence of defenders, while the Romans 
had taken from the Jews the right of 
condemning to death by capital punish- 
ment.” 

“The mass transition to Christianity of 
the pagans in connection with the growth 
and deepening of the social crisis of 
the Roman Empire, the breaking off of 
Christianity from Judaic religion and its 
change into an independent, interna- 
tional religion, Christian agitation and 
propaganda amongst the Jews and 
pagans, the class struggle among the 
Christians, the need for unification of 
Christian dogma, cults and mythology 
and for their need for sanctification, ex- 
planation of the name and authority of 
the legendary Jesus Christ, the claims 
of the wealthy episccpate for the same 
sanctification for their position and 
power inside of the Christian church, 
and a series of other reasons led to the 
result that, since the second century, 
began the historicity of Jesus Christ, 
and there came to be first developed His 
biography in the Gospels, wherein He 
came to be described in the form of a 
reformer and religious historical person, 
as if He lived in the first half of the 
first century, in Palestine, among the 
Jewish peoples.” 

“On the strength of the social condi- 
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tions in the Roman Empire there was 
produced, pooled together, and promoted 
that ccalesced figure of the fantastical 
Jesus Christ, in the social role He was 
called upon to play in the social condi- 
tions of that contemporary slave-owning 
regime and further—on al! of these fun- 
damental chief historical questions the 
bourgeois mythological school did not 
give correct answers and was not in a 
position to give them.” 

One of the most tragic aspects of this 
article, extending to about five-thousand 
words, is the fact that many of the books, 
referred to, in an extensive consideration 


of the relevant literature, were written 
by destructive critics in the theological 
seminaries of Germany and America, 


while many more were written by non- 
Russian scholars. But the list also con- 


tains a vast number of works written 
by Russian historians since the revolu- 
tion. In fact, the writer says, “In the 
course of fifteen years there came out 
of the October revclution a complete 
range of scientific and popular works 
on the origin of Christianity, in which 


was collected the furthest development 
of the mythological school.” 

What appears in this encyclopedia is 
what is now generally believed and 
taught in all cf the universities of 
Russia, and increasingly so in the high 
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schools and universities of all those 
countries under the present dominion of 
Soviet Russia, which, including China 
and the satellites of Europe, must em- 
brace not less than eight hundred mil- 
lion people! In Eastern Germany, the 
textbook for ancient history in the high 
schools is “The History of Antiquity,” 
by Prof. A. V. Mishulin. Fifty-five thou- 
sand copies of this book were ordered for 
the teachers of Eastern Germany for the 
fall of 1950 alone. 

My own opinion is, and I am sure 
every serious Christian will agree with 
me, that this day-by-day insistence, in 
grammar school, high school, and uni- 
versity, in textbooks, in historical works, 
in encyclopedias, that Jesus never lived, 
that the Bible is a book of myths, ham- 
mered into the minds cf millions of peo- 
ple with the psychological skill and 
pedagogical subtlety in which Commu- 
nism is so skillful, is the setting of the 
stage for the greatest battle for the 
Christian faith that this world has ever 
seen, a preparing for that day to which 
our Lord referred when He said, “When 
the Son of man cometh, shall he find 
[the] faith on the earth?” (Luke 18:8.) 
It is time the Christian church begins 
to seriously and adequately arm herself 
for this titanic struggle.

HIS is the closing chapter in this 

series which deals with the great 
things that our omnipotent God is able 
and is ready to do for anyone who truly 
has accepted Jesus Christ as Saviour 
and Lord. It is with the very earnest 
hope that as we have thought over these 
great realities together in these articles, 
they have been not only a source of en- 
couragement and comfort to you, but 
that you have taken the time to look 
up these facts and promises in your 
own Bibles and then to claim them 
for yourselves, and that you have 
thereby made them a part of your 
own Christian experience. It is so 
easy to talk and to think about these 
spiritual facts and to treat them as inter- 
esting and fascinating intellectual prob- 
lems or ideals, and yet, at the same time, 
to make no real effort by faith to lay 
held of them and realize their practical 
application and fulfillment in our daily 
lives, 


The verse that I am bringing to you 


at this time sets forth a wonderful truth 
to those who otherwise might easily 
feel discouraged. Here it is: 

“Now unto him that is able to keep 
you from falling, and to present you 
faultless before the presence of his glory 
with exceeding joy, to the only wise God 
our Saviour, be glory and majesty, do- 
minion and power, both now and ever. 
Amen.” It is the last verse in the little 
Epistle of Jude, one of the shortest books 
in the New Testament. This little Letter 
is one containing great contrasts. It be- 
gins with an earnest exhortation to his 
fellow Christians to “earnestly contend 
for the faith which was once delivered 
unto the saints” (v. 3). This was given 
in view of the grave danger, because 
of men who had come into the church 
and were teaching false doctrines. They 
were men of terribly corrupt lives them- 
selves, and who had lost all sense of 
reverence and of responsibility. Their 
chief: concern was their own personal 
advantage and position. They were 
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utterly indifferent and callous to the 
spiritual welfare and development of 
those to whom they pretended to min- 
ister. It was a situation well calculated 
to arouse deep anxiety, if not despair, 
in the hearts of all who were aware 
of it. 

Against this somber background of the 
grave danger of the false teaching of 
these wicked men, Jude declares the 
duties and responsibilities of those wh 
truly possessed the Holy Spirit in thei 
hearts. These responsibilities include 
the building up of themselves in thei 
most holy faith, praying in the Spiri 
and keeping themselves in the love « 
God, while they looked forward to th 
glorious return of the Lord to bring to : 
consummation that which He had  al- 
ready begun in their hearts (vs. 20, 21) 
Their responsibilities, however, did not 
end with the proper care of their own 
spiritual lives; they were also urged to 
be mindful of those who had as yet not 
experienced the saving power of Jesus 
Christ and these they were to endeavor 
to save, snatching them from the just 
judgments of God upon their sins and 
leading them to accept His gracious offer 
of pardon and of salvation (vs, 22, 23). 

The words of our verse at this time 
form the closing benediction, or ascrip- 
tion, of praise and glory to God with 
which the Letter ends. It is very evi- 
dent, however, that, as Jude wrote them, 
he had in mind the contents of his Letter 
and they formed not only a beautiful 
expression of glory to God, but they 
also formed a magnificent basis of con- 
fidence and assurance for those to whom 
the Letter was addressed and who were 
living in such perilous times, 

What was true for them in that day is, 
of course, equally true for us today. 
“Unto him that is able to guard you 
from stumbling.” It was so easy then, 
as it is now, for believers to trip and 
to fall because of the stumbling blocks 
cast in their way by false but specious 
teachings, which, under one pretense 
or another, seek to weaken, if not to 
deny outright, some of the cardinal doc- 
trines of the historic faith of the church. 
A man is most apt to stumble when he 
is unable to discern his way, either be- 
cause of poor eyesight or because of 
poor light. In either condition, it is 
very necessary that he keep all his 
senses alert and make every effort to 
discern his path and to see where he 
is putting his feet. It is a source of 
tremendous assurance to us to know that 
there is One on whom we can depend 
and to whom we can look, knowing that 
He is able to keep us from falling, Even 
though we may at times stumble be- 
cause of lack of faith or lack of discern- 
ment, when such is the case He is ready 
to grant us the support and directions 
needed to regain our balance and to find 
secure footing, so that we can continue 
our walk in faith and in obedience to 
Him. 

He is able to keep us from falling— 
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that is the promise of His protective 
care in our daily life and progress; it 
is the. promise of His presence, the ex- 
perience and the enjoyment of which 
is available at all times to every true 
child of His who is humble and sincere 
in making as the main purpose of his 
life the fulfillment of God’s will for 
him. This is a promise for the day-by- 
day walk in faith, which is the duty and 
the privilege of every true Christian. 

The second sentence of the descrip- 
tion of the Lord in this ascription of 
praise to Him sets Him forth as the 
One who is able “to present you fault- 
less before the presence of his glory 
with exceeding joy.” In those words 
Jude is looking forward in faith to the 
end of the Christian walk and to the 
glorious goal that he and every true 
believer is to reach some day. It is the 
goal of all Christian living and aspira- 
tion, and, moreover, it is one of such 
glory and blessing that were it held out 
to us in any place other than the Word 
of God, all hope of our ever reaching 
it would have long since passed away. 
I want you to notice carefully what is 
said in this short sentence concerning 
the goal itself, the experience of the 
believer in reaching it, and the way in 
which it is to be attained. 

The goal itself—‘“faultless before the 
presence of his glory.” That is the state 
of perfect righteousness, which, even 
when exposed to the full and dazzling 
blaze of the glory of the presence of the 
Lord Himself, shall reveal no blemishes 
or imperfections, but shall reflect back 
in all its brilliance and beauty the glo- 
rious perfection and grace of the divine 
Person of the eternal Son of God. One 
day, every human being that has ever 
been born is going to stand in the pres- 
ence of his divine Creator. One of the 
most solemn words in all Scripture is 
that found in the Book of the Old Tes- 
tament prophet, Amos. Having recounted 
the terrible national sins of Israel and 
Israel’s continued refusal to repent of 
their wickedness, the prophet realizing 
the utter hopelessness of the situation, 
solemnly adjures his people, “Prepare 
to meet thy God.” The meeting of 
which Amos was then speaking was one 
in which just condemnation on a stub- 
born and rebellious people was all that 
they could expect and would inevitably 
receive. The meeting, however, to which 
Jude refers, in the words of which we 
are thinking at this time, is of the op- 
posite kind. Here is the promise held 
out to all who truly believe on Jesus 
Christ as Son and Lord, the glorious 
anticipation of being presented by the 
eternal Son of God to His Father, When 
so presented, it will be as those in whom 
the redeeming work which was begun 
on the cross at Calvary has been brought 
to its perfect consummation. Every ves- 
tige of the presence and of the stain of 
sin will have been removed from body, 
soul, and spirit, and the perfection of 
the holiness and the glory of the divine 
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Son of God will be manifested in its 
wondrous beauty in the person of each 
one of those who shall have been trans- 
formed into His image. As a result, even in 
the presence of God Himself, no blemish 
or fault can be found in them and they 
will have become fitted and equipped 
to dwell forever with Him in the glory. 
This is the sure and certain Christian 
hope—it is sure and certain, however, 
only because of the omnipotent power 
of Him who is able to bring it to pass 
and because of His infinite love and grace, 
which cpened the way for it through His 
atoning death on the cross for sinners 
like you and me. 

Our Father who art in Heaven, again 
we praise Thee for Thine omnipotence 
and for the gracious way in which Thou 
dost use it on our behalf. Keep us from 
falling, we beseech Thee, even as Thou 
hast promised, and enable us to live in 
the sure light of our presentation to 
Thee in the glorious perfection of Thy 
Son Christ Jesus, in whose name we 
ask it, Amen.

HEN the middle of July comes for 
the memfers of the Christian Fel- 
lowship Tour, they will be lcoking for- 
ward with keen anticipation to embark- 
ing on the cruise ship  Chilcotin, 
engaged exclusively for the party.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 
"Toaame. was a twin, as his Greek 
name, Didymus, signifies (John 11: 16; 
20:24; 21:2). It would be interesting 
to know something about the other twin, 
Were they identical twins? We should 
hope not, for two such morose fellows 
in one house would have made things 
rather funereal. On the other hand, two 
men of such complete loyalty and de- 
votion as Thomas would have been a 
boon to any cause. 

Apart from the lists of the apostles 
given in the Synoptic Gospels, John is 
the only one who introduces Thomas 
into the Gospel record. He does this 
four times—in the three passages of our 
lesson, and in the fishing scene of chap- 
ter twenty-one. Thomas again appears 
in the first chapter of Acts as one of 
the apostles continuing in prayer in the 
upper room in Jerusalem after the ascen- 
sion of our Lord. Thereafter he has 
no more mention in the New Testa- 
ment, but tradition tells us that he 
evangelized India and Parthia. There 
are two accounts of his death: one that 
he died in Edessa, and the other that 
he was martyred in India. The Thomas 
Christians (The Syrian Church of Mala- 
gala) on the Malabar coast of India 
claim to be descendants of the converts 
of Thomas, 

Dr. J. D. Jones of Bournemouth, Eng- 
land, has given us a fine study of the 
apostles in his book, “The Glorious Com- 
pany of the Apostles” (out of print),

Verse by Verse 

John 11:14.—“Lazarus is dead.” Jesus 
had received word from Mary and Mar- 
tha of Bethany two days earlier that 
their brether was sick (v. 3). Now, 
knowing intuitively that Lazarus had 
died, He proposes to go thither. 

Verse 15.—“And I am glad .. . to the 
intent ye may believe.” His delay was 
not due to negligence or fear (see vs. 
5, 6), but with purpose to give a bigger 
blessing both to His friends in Bethany 
and to His disciples, increasing their 
faith. Compare Isaiah 30:18. 

Verse 16.—“Let us also go, that we may 
die with him.” Here Thomas’s pessimism 
and devotion both appear. The others 
were afraid of what might happen (v. 
8), but Thomas was sure it would hap- 
pen. Nevertheless, his loyalty to Christ 
did not waver. It was a kind of des- 
perate devotion. 


Chap. 14:1.—“‘Let not your heart be 
troubled .. . believe .. . believe.” Faith 
is the effectual answer to anxiety and 
care—not a nebulous faith in a divine 
Providence, but a faith in God as He 
is revealed in the Lord Jesus. See also 
in chapter 17:3 how Jesus couples and 
identifies Himself with God as the ob- 
ject of faith and the source of life. 


Verse 2.—“Many mansions, . . . I go 
to prepare a place for you.” For “man- 


sions” read “dwelling places,” with the 
thought of permanency rather than of 
luxury. They are in the “Father's house.” 
See Psalm 23:6. Jesus assures His dis-

ciples that their hopes of being with 
Him in glory will not be disappointed, 
but they will be realized in a way very 
different from their expectations. His 
going was to fulfill their hopes, not to 
dash them to the ground. 

Verse 3.—“I will come again, and re- 
ceive you unto myself.” This can refer 
only to His second coming, not to His 
appearing to them after His resurrec- 
tion, which did not fulfill the last clause. 
See 1 Thessalonians 4:16, 17. 

Verse 4.—“‘And whither I go ye know, 
and the way ye know.” Read, “And 
whither I go, ye know the way.” He 
has just told them that He is going to 
the Father’s house to prepare a place 
for them, and He has previously told 
them that He must go by way of the 
cross (Matt, 16:21; 17:22, 23). 

Verse 5.—“Thomas , . , Lord, we know 
not... and how can we know. , .?” 
This skeleton of the sentence reveals 
the melancholy of Thomas. Christ’s talk 
about the cross one time, and now about 
the Father’s house, only confused him 
It was all mystery, and he despaired of 
any light. 

Verse 6.—“I am the way, the truth, 
and the life.” Instead of answering the 
immediate question, our Lord turned 
the language into another channel. He 
is the “way” to the Father (see the rest 
of the verse), the “truth” of the Father 
(v. 9), and the “life” from the Father 
(chap. 17:3). 

Chap. 20:24.—“Thomas . . . was not 
with them when Jesus came.” Prob- 
ably he was nursing his grief alone. 

Verse 25.—“We have seen the Lord 
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.. . I will not believe.” He would ac- 
cept only the testimony of his senses 
—a dangerous position, for there is much 
beyond our senses, and our senses can 
deceive us. So Thomas had another 
week of misery. 

Verse 26—“Then came Jesus . . . and 
said, Peace be unto you”—a week later, 
and happily Thomas was present. That 
“Peace” was specially addressed to 
Thomas’s disturbed, raging heart. 

Verse 27.—“Reach higher thy finger 

. and be not faithless, but believing.” 
Jesus offered him the evidence he de- 
manded, but as the Lord echoed his own 
words, Thomas felt meaner and meaner, 
till his heart broke, and the fountains 
of the great deep were broken up. 

Verse 28—“My Lord and my God.” 
That was his emancipation from himself. 
His melancholy dropped off in an ec- 
stasy of confession and adoration. 

Verse 29.—“Blessed are they that have 
not seen, and yet have believed.” See 
Hebrews 11:1. The world’s adage, “See- 
ing is believing,” has no place in the 
Kingdom of God. The reverse is true 
—believing is seeing. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


When Thomas spoke, he spoke from 
the depths—not the depths of intellec- 
tual sagacity, but the depths of melan- 
choly, for that is where he lived. At 
the same time, he never spoke without 
betraying a deep, stern loyalty to Jesus 
and a heart-hunger for Him. There is 
hope for that man. Some day that man 
will emerge from the clouds into a blaze 
of sunshine. 

The Lord called for a return to Judaea 
on the death of Lazarus. The disciples, 
remembering the threatening of the 
Jews on their previous visit (John 10: 
31), were fearful for their Master’s safety 
(chap. 11:8). Thomas was not only fear- 
ful, but quite certain that another visit 
to the vicinity of Jerusalem would mean 
death, not only for Jesus, but for them 
also who were known as His intimate 
associates. But let this be said for 
Thomas: he did not allow his pessimism 
to turn him back from following the 
Lord. He was quite prepared to die 
with Him, and called on the others to 
share the same fate. It was gloomy en- 
couragement, but it was the best that 
gloomy Thomas could give. 

Now we are with Jesus and the Eleven 
in the.upper room, and the Saviour is 
comforting the hearts of His disciples 
with a picture of what lies beyond— 
the Father’s house, the preparation of 
the dwelling places, His coming again 
for His own. But the way to all that 
is the cross, of which He has told them 
often. So now by way of reminder He 
adds, “And whither I go ye know, and 
the way ye know.” That is too much 
for gloomy Thomas. He breaks his ac-

and we can’t know! There is the agnos- 
ticism of melancholy, But underneath it 
all is this: How I wish I did know both 
where you are going and the way bv 
which you go, for even if it were through 
death and hell, I'd go with you! Yes, 
there is an echo of chapter 11:16 even in 
this so agnostic utterance. 

The day of the Resurrection has come, 
but Thomas is nursing his melancholy 
grief alone, and shares in none of the 
jubilation. He is afraid to believe the 
reports of his fellow disciples. What if 
they should turn out false? The disap- 
pointment would be more crushing than 
ever. So he chooses to live with his 
present grief rather than risk a mo- 
mentary joy of faith only to be plunged 
deeper still. But all that, “I will not 
believe,” is not true unbelief. It is the 
unbelief of one who wants to believe, 
but whose melancholy spirit finds it hard 
to believe what is joyful. But Jesus 
dead is still to Him the dearest of all. 

Then comes the day. He meets the 
risen, living Lord, and in the presence 
of this mighty conqueror of death 
Thomas is delivered from himself. Not 
only unbelief vanishes, but the clouds 
lift, and a new, radiant man, shed of all 
his pessimism and bounding with “joy 
unspeakable and full of glory,” cries out,

Honest Doubters. Tennyson 
glorified doubt when he wrote: 

There lives more faith in honest doubt, 

Believe me, than in half the creeds. 
But when is doubt honest? Certainly 
not when it is flippant, when it is supe- 
rior, when it is cynical, when it is beast- 
ing, when it is loud-mouthed. When 
a man’s doubts burden him, oppress him, 
scourge him, and make him cry out for 
light, we shall believe that they are hon- 
est doubts. So it was with Thomas. He 
has been called Doubting Thomas, but 
Thomas's doubts were not the ultimate 
thing about him. The great thing about 
him was that he loved the Lord, and 
the day came when doubt vanished in 
the presence of the living Saviour. And 
such a vision will come to every honest 
doubter, for every honest doubter is an 
honest seeker, and “he that seeketh find- 
eth.” 

Opposites. The apostles present a greet 
variety of temperaments. Can you think 
of more complete opposites than Peter 
and Thomas? Peter could never be kept 
down for long. His optimism quickly 

_ asserted itself. But Thomas lived largely 
in Mourners’ Row. He habitually ex- 
pected the worst, and the vein of pessi- 
mism ran through his speech. See how 
the Lord takes men of all shades of 
temperament, and makes them great 
confessors. Peter, as we should expect, 
blurted out his hearty, daring confession 
early (Matt. 16:16), but the confession 
of Thomas, given later, and bursting 
through the barrier of his melancholy 
soul, was like the emancipation of a 
long-imprisoned spirit (John 20:28). We 
must never despair of any temperament, 
Christ will mold them all into vessels 
of beauty and glory.

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“Doubting Thomas.” The average Chris- 
tian seems to have completely forgotten 
this expression of devotion from the lips 
of Thomas. This should teach us that 
regardless of how devoted we may be 
to the Lord—even to the point of being 
willing to die for Him—if we express 
a doubt to our fellow men, we may 
henceforth be remembered as doubting 
Thomases instead of devoted Thomases. 
It is only fair to give Thomas credit 
for his fearless devotion to Christ. 

The following prayer was found in the 
desk of a schoolboy after his death: “O 
God! give me courage to fear none but 
Thee.” 

When John Knox was buried in Edin- 
burgh, someone exclaimed, “There lies 
one who never feared the face of man.” 

“Ye believe in God, believe also in me” 
(John 14:1).—It began to dawn on the 
disciples—Thomas among them—that 
they were to lose the physical presence 
of the Lord Jesus, and they were sad- 
dened. The Lord, at this point, reminds 
them that although God was invisible 
to them, He had ever been real to them. 
He was their object of faith. Now, 
though the Lord Jesus was soon to be- 
come invisible to them, He exhorts them 
to believe in Him as they did in God. 
He would be “a living, bright reality,” 
as an object of faith. The Apostle Peter 
afterward grasped the significance of 
the Lord’s words, for he wrote to the 
scattered strangers, “Though now ye see 
him not, yet believing, ye rejoice with 
joy unspeakable and full of glory.” 

Little Johnny was leaning against the 
fence of his front garden. His hands 
were tensed as he held a homemade 
spool with heavy string wound on it. 
A gentleman strolled by and casually 
asked, “What are you doing, Son?” 
“Flying a kite,” was the reply. The man 
looked up at the sky and asked, “Where 
is it?” “Up there,” the boy nodded. 
“But I can’t see your kite,” said the man, 
“Maybe you can’t see it, but I sure can 
feel it pull,” said the boy emphatically. 
Although we cannot see our Lord with 
our literal eyes, we see Him by faith 
and feel the pull of His present session 
at the right hand of the Majesty on high! 

“T will come again, and receive you 
unto myself” (John 14:3).—Here is the 
Lord’s own promise of a second advent. 
He is not referring to the death of a 
believer, nor to the descent of the Holy 
Spirit on the Day of Pentecost, for He 
plainly said, “I will come again.” More 
details of His second coming are given 
us in such passages as 1 Corinthians 15: 
51-58; Philippians 3:20, 21, and 1 Thessa- 
lonians 4:16-18. The glorious hope of 
those who constitute the Church is the 
personal coming of the Lord Jesus to 
receive His own to be with Him.

“Be not faithless, but believing” (John 
20:27).—When the risen Lord gave 
Thomas the opportunity of thrusting his 
hand into His riven side, Thomas was 
convinced of His bodily resurrection, and 
exclaimed, “My Lord and my God.” The 
Resurrection convinced “Doubting” 
Thomas of the Lordship and deity of 
Jesus Christ. 

Dr. J. R. Miller said: “If you lay im- 
prisoned in some great fortress, and one 
who loved you went forth to try to res- 
cue you, and fell and died fighting, you 
would cherish the memory of your 
friend’s valiant effort on your behalf, 
but you would still remain in chains, un- 
delivered. So it would have been with 
those whom Christ came to save, if He 
had not risen; those for whom He gave 
His life would have been undelivered. 
But Christ has conquered death and 
holds the keys of the grave.” 

Before Columbus discovered the new 
world, the coat of arms of Spain bore 
the motto: “Ne Plus Ultra”—“There is 
nothing beyond.” The three-mile limit 
of their shore line was the utmost hori- 
zon of Spaniards. With his discoveries, 
the “Ne” was dropped, and the motto 
then read: “Plus Ultra’—“There is More 
Beyond.” 

Before the Lord Jesus rose from 
among the dead, “Ne Plus Ultra” was the 
motto of the human mind, but since His 
resurrection, there shines from the por- 
tals of death the inspiring words: “Plus 
Ultra”"—“There is more beyond.”

AY, fellows, Thomas is one of those 

characters in the Gospel record who 
come into view very briefly but who 
furnish a key to most comforting truth. 
We have no way of learning where he 
came from or what was his background, 
except that he had two Greek names, 
“Thomas, called Didymus,” both 
indicating that he was likely a twin. 
Matthew, Mark, and Luke simply list 
him as one of those whom Jesus called 
to be an apostle, but John gives us a 
glimpse of two striking characteristics 
of this otherwise obscure man. 

The first is his loyalty to Jesus. On 
account of the extreme hostility of the 
Jews (they were about to stone Him), 
Jesus had crossed into the country east 
of the Jordan, and not very long after- 
ward received word of Lazarus’s sick- 
ness. When he announced His inten- 
tion to go back to Bethany, the home of 
Lazarus—and his sisters, the disciples re- 
monstrated, reminding Him of the mur- 
derous intent of His enemies. It was 
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then that Thomas said, “Let us also go, 
that we may die with him.” That was 
courageous loyalty. 


The other characteristic is one that 
brought upon this disciple the uncompli- 
mentary nickname of Doubting Thomas, 
On the evening of the day in which our 
Lord rose from the dead, the frightened 
disciples were gathered in a closed room 
for fear of the Jews, when Jesus sud- 
denly appeared in their midst, saying, 
“Peace be unto you,” showing them His 
pierced hands and His side where the 
soldier’s spear thrust had left a great 
gash. “Then were the disciples glad, 
when they saw the Lord.” Thomas was 
absent at that time, but when they saw 
him next they said to him, “We have 
seen the Lord.” But Thomas could not

believe it, and he replied, “Except I shall 
see in his hands the print of the nails, 
and put my finger into the print of the 
nails, and thrust my hand into his side, 
I will not believe.” 

It was just eight days later when the 
disciples were again in the closed room 
and Thomas was with them this time, 
that Jesus again stood in their midst, 
and, turning to Thomas, said: “Reach 
hither thy finger, and behold my hands; 
and reach hither thy hand, and thrust 
it into my side: and be not faithless, but 
believing. And Thomas answered and 
said unto him, My Lord and my God.” 
Then it was, fellows, that Jesus said the 
thing that means worlds to you and to 
me. “Thomas, because thou hast Seen 
me, thou hast believed: blessed are they 
that have not seen, and yet have be- 
lieved.” And that is why I cannot but 
feel grateful that “Doubting” Thomas 
gave expression to his doubt (which I 
think must have been an honest doubt), 
for it was the key that unlocked that 
precious truth. 

You and I cannot see those nail- 
pierced hands and spear-thrust side with 
our physical eyes; but Him, whom hav- 
ing not seen, we can believe and love 
and serve. It was for this purpose Jesus, 
as promised, did send the Holy Spirit, 
when He went back to the Father: sent 
Him to enable us to see the Lord Jesus 
Christ even more clearly and more un- 
derstandingly than the disciples ever saw 
Him with their physical eyes. I cannot 
fully trust my physical eyes. A magician 
can make me see a rabbit coming out 
of a silk hat. I cannot fully trust my 


{physical ears. A ventriloquist can make 


monkeys out of my ears. I cannot even 
trust my sense of touch altogether; cross 
your fingers, shut your eyes, and place 
a pencil or pen in the crotch thus formed, 
and you could almost vow you are in 
contact with two pencils instead of one. 
But there is a wonderful little receiving 
set down inside of me somewhere which 
God has placed there just so the Holy 
Spirit may reveal to me beyond all doubt 
the person, the wondrous beauty, and the 
love of. Jesus Christ my Saviour. There 
He is, in all reality—hallelujah! “For 
God, who commanded the light to shine 
out of darkness, hath shined in our 
hearts, to give the light of the knowl-

“Master, they tried to stone You 
last time. You aren’t going there again?” 
“Our friend Lazarus is dead. Let us go 
to him.” And off the Lord started. Were 
they going to let Him go alone to danger 
and possible death? Up started Thomas, 
“Come on, fellows, let’s go with Him 
to die with Him.” You know what won- 
derful thing the Lord did to the dead 
Lazarus. And Thomas must have seen it. 

Then came the last evening with His 
friends, the Last Supper. “I am going 
to leave you for a while, and you cannot 
come with Me.” Peter, like any boy, 
was full of questions: “Lord, where are 
You going? Why can’t I go with You?” 
The Lord tried to explain: “In My 
Father’s house are many places to stay. 
I am going to get a place ready for you. 
Then I will come and get you so you can 
be where I am. You know where I am 
going, and the way to get there.” Thomas 
didn’t understand. “Lord, we don’t know 
where You are going. So how can we 
know the way?” The Lord said to him: 
“IT am the way. No man can get to the 
Father but by Me.” You see, the Lord 
was going to die on the cross and make 
the way for them to go to the Father 
in Heaven. No one could go to Heaven 
with his sins. But now anyone can come 
to Him on the cross to have his sins for- 
given, then he can go to God as his 
Father, and when he gets through living 
in this home on earth, the Lord will 
take him to the Father’s home in Heaven, 
Isn’t that wonderful? But Thomas still 
did not understand. So when the Lord 
was killed on the cross, Thomas thought 
everything was over.

HIS quarter we are studying ways 

to reach some of the various typés 
cf children. Today our problem child 
is the one who knows all the answers. 
You all know him. If you ask a ques- 
tion, his hand is up first, and he shouts 
the answer before you can stop him. If 
you ask for a verse, he says it first. 
If you look up references, he has the 
place first. He is unusually quick, has 
a splendid memory, and all sorts of Ways 
of being first and foremost. He is oftén 
very much disliked by the, other ¢hil- 
dren, which doesn’t bother him one. bit. 
The most tragic thing about this type 
of child is that he goes through Sunday 
school knowing all the answers, and his 
heart is never touched. It is all a mat- 
ter of memory and a desire for atten- 
tion. 

I think of two outstanding cases, both 
children of Christian mothers, both ih 
good Sunday schocls from babyhood to 
young manhood. Today both are a 
heartbreak to their mothers. They have 
no faith in God, no use for church or 
the Bible, though both professed to be- 
lieve-when ycung boys, and united with 
the church. They both drink, have no 
moral standards, and are unapproach- 
able. When one tries to talk with either, 
he is met with: “Don’t talk religion to 
me. I know all the answers. I can quote 
more Scripture than you can.” 

Don’t let one of that type of children

run away with the honors in class. Very 
kindly, but firmly, tell him to keep still 
and give the others a chance. Make 
more of understanding and believing 
the Scripture than of just memorizing 
it. In some cases, it is wise to put this 
boy in an older class where he will not 
be the quickest or smartest, where he 
will not be “out in front.” Above all, 
pray for his salvation. 

Today our lesson is about Thomas, so 
often called Doubting Thomas. I think 
he may have had no more doubts than 
some of the others, under the same cir- 
cumstances. 

I like to think about Jesus’ going to 
Bethany at the time of the death of Laz- 
arus. The disciples felt that the Jews 
might kill Jesus if He went into the 
Jerusalem country: but Thomas was the 
one who said, “Come on, let’s go along 
and die with Him.” He loved the Lord. 
After the Resurrection, when Jesus ap- 
peared to the disciples, for some reason 
Thomas was not there; and he would not 
believe when the others told him Jesus 
had appeared to them. Perhaps if Peter 
had not seen Jesus, he would have said 
the same thing. 

How wonderful that Jesus spoke spe- 
cially to Thomas the next time, and told 
him to put his finger into the nailprints 
in those blessed hands! But Thomas 
didn’t need to do that. He fell down 
in adoration, I’m sure, saying, “My Lord 
and my God.” I like the “blessed” that 
Jesus gave then, “Blessed are they that 
have nct seen, and yet have believed.” 
He could not have meant the other dis- 
ciples, for they had all seen Him. I 
think He must have meant you and me 
and all the thousands down through the 
ages who have not seen Him, yet be- 
lieve in Him. 

The children will remember Thomas 
as one of the twelve disciples who 
walked with Jesus for three years, as 
He performed miracles, preached, and 
taught. But when they saw Jesus die 
on the cross, their faith failed, for they 
had nct understood that He would rise 
again. They all had to see the risen Lord 
to understand that He had risen from the 
dead, as He had said. 

Of course the story today is of the 
Resurrection. Use any of the symbols 
that will explain it to the children. I 
like the lily bulb and the beautiful blos- 
som of the lily. Only as the bulb is put 
into the ground and dies, can the lily 
stalk grow up and flower. You can use 
a potato, or a handful of grain to tell 
the same story. Only by dying can they 
live. The potato or grain you leave on 
the shelf decays, and you throw them 
away. The ones you plant die, but they 
spring up in new life, a lovely green 
potatoe vine or many blades of wheat or 
other grain. That’s the Resurrection 
story. By Christ’s death and resurrec- 
tion, He gives us eternal life when we 
believe in Him. Because He lives, we, 
too, shall live!

to keep looking up unto Jesus “at the 
right hand of the throne of God” (12:2), 
It was the vision of the exalted Christ, 
whose eye of love was ever upon them 
and whose help was always available, 
that made them so brave, so faithful. 
and enabled them to walk in holiness 
and love. 

The vision of the church today is tco 
full of man, of self-exalted dictators who 
mock at the sovereignty of God; and 
thus it has become fearful, cowardly, 
and is seized with moral and spiritual 
paralysis. If like the early church we

thought less of man, less of his threat- 
enin’s. and more of the risen, radiant, 
exalted Christ, the whole position would 
be transformed. Because the church has 
lost its vision of Him, to whom are sub- 
ject “angels and puthorities and powers” 
(1 Pet. 3:22), it is weak. The need of 
the hour is a new vision of the exalted 
Son of God, whose help is available for 
us in these days of crisis, and who is 
“able to do exceeding aburdantly above 
all that we ask or think” (Eph. 3:20). 
We must cease looking at self. at man, 
for that is the way of defeat, disappoint- 
ment, and despair. Qnly as we set our 
affections on things above and live con- 
tinually in the presence of our risen, 
exalted Saviour, who is the Word of 
life, shall we be victorious over self and 
sin, and find freedom from fear and care. 
As we cultivate the upward look we 
shall have a new outlook, and a new joy 
and peace will possess our souls,

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many languages. The present edition 
contains an introductory word from the 
author’s son, giving pleasing glimpses 
from his childhood memories of his 
father. He recalls Dr. Hurlbut in the 
center of a circle of children, with a 
great old Bible, illustrated with wood- 
cuts, on the table before him, telling 
stories from the Bock, from Creation to 
the Judement Day. These stories Dr 
Hurlbut later skillfully wrote down. with 
language that children can understand 
and yet which grownups can thoroughly 
enjoy, giving an excellent introduction 
to real Bible study. 

There are 168 stories, well arranged in 
order and proper grouping, and suitable 
to be read to children cr for young peo- 
ple from nine to ninety to read for them- 
selves. The Scriptures covered are in- 
dicated in small type at the beginning of 
each story, adding much to the helpful- 
ness of the work for parents, teachers, 
and clergymen. There is also a good in- 
dex. The Old Testament stories are 
grouped in five parts, covering histori- 
cal matter, together with nortions from 
the Psalms and prophets. The New Tes- 
tament is in two parts, “The Life and 
Teachings of Jesus,” and “Stories of the 
Early Church,” the last two stories be- 
ing from the beginning and the end of 
the Book of the Revelation. Dectrinal 
viewpoints do not appear in these nar- 
ratives, but the foundation of Bible 
knowledge and faith is beautifully laid. 
The work is reverent and spiritual, true 
to Scripture and to the message of the 
Gospel. 

The term “revision” does not apply to 
the text, which, it is believed, cannot be 
improved upon, but to the appearance 
and format of the book. New type has 
been used and the page design made new 
and attractive, with large decorative 
initials beginning each story. A self- 
pronouncing feature has been added, and 
the text interspersed with much new 
pictorial matter. There are over two 
hundred illustrations in color, including 
many bright two-color line drawings by 
Steele Savage, and reproductions of a 
number of canvases of Biblical paintings 
in four colors by Robert Leixweber. 
Beautiful and distinctive are the thirty- 
two full-color reproductions of three- 
dimensional Bible tableaux, especially 
medeled for this work by the famous 
Italian sculptor, Domenico Mastroianni. 
The book contains 672 pages. 


The Zoo. By Alberita R. Semrad. Pho- 
tographs and drawings by Ralph Gra- 
ham, (Rand McNally & Co., Chicago 5; 
$2.) Fascinating and educational for 
children and adults is a trip to the zoo, 
but the best equipped zoological gar- 
dens in the world do not give to the 
passing crowds of visitors the infor- 
mation about animals that is contained 
in this attractive children’s book. The 
characteristics of the different members 
of the monkey family, with pictures of 
each, make up the first section of “The 
Zoo”—which is quite natural, for is it 
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not the monkey house that seems to 
have the strongest attraction for visitors 
to a zoo? The second section of the 
book is devoted to the chimpanzee and 
other apes. Then comes the elephant 
family. Besides all their interesting 
habits a touching incident is related, 
and pictured, of Baby Bee, the little 
elephant from Siam, who was very 
lonely and unhappy until Dolly the 
Shetland pony was allowed to stay in 
Baby Bee’s stall.

Everything is 
here, which the real zoo has, except the 
animal odors and noises. The text and 
pictures of this very attractive book 
have been carefully checked for ac- 
curacy, and the book will be much ap- 
preciated by families where there are 
children five to ten years of age. 


My Good Shepherds. By Ernest M. 
Wadsworth, D.D., and Others, (Moody 
Press, Chicago 10; $2.) Only 273 
words, of which only 57 are of more 
than one syllable, are used in Luke 2: 
8-20 in the King James Version to tell 
the mcst beautiful story in the world, 
the story of Christ’s birth. This shows 
that the greatest things can be told in 
simple words. Not many grownups can 
write or tell Bible stories and teach 
Bible doctrines in words that young 
children can understand, for adults for- 
get how children think. But Dr. Wads- 
worth, who is well known to TrMes 
readers, and the others who have col- 
laborated on this fine book for children 
have succeeded well in telling the story 
of the life of Christ and many of His 
teachings in simple, clear language. 

The story of Christ’s life is told in the 
ten chapters of the first section; and Dr. 
Wadsworth has written seven chapters for 
Section II on “Some Important Teachings 
of Jesus.” The Gospel narratives are 
woven together, and there are some 
direct quotations, without references; 
while a few passages are paraphrased 
for the children. Christ is spoken of 
as the Son of God, the Lamb of God, and 
His death for sinners, His resurrection, 
and His coming again are all made clear. 
All the incidents of His life are dealt 
with reverently. 

The book is attractively and strongly 
bound, illustrated with pictures in black 
and white and in color, and the type is 
large. Children can read it themselves, 
or it could be read aloud in a family, or 
used by Sunday school teachers and 
Child Evangelism workers. It is a most 
useful little textbook for all who are 
training children to know and love the 
Lord.

As followers cf the Lord Jesus, we will 
look upon His resurrection as a day of 
victory for six principal reasons: 

1. Christ’s resurrection is a proof of 
the accuracy of all that Christ claimed, 
and all that He taught concerning Him- 
self. He said that He had come from 
the Father and had existed even before 
the time cf Abraham. He foretold His 
own death. He said that He would rise 
again after three days. He told His dis- 
ciples that He was going to prepare a 
place for them and that He would come 
again and receive them unto Himself 
Had He not risen from the dead as He 
said, mankind would have had good rea- 
sons to doubt the truthfulress of all His 
other teachings. 
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postage. 
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2. Christ’s resurrection is an assur- 
ance to believers cf the validity of their 
faith (1 Cor, 15:14, 17). We could have 
no living, vital faith in One whose state- 
ments could not be believed at any one 
point. 

3. Christ’s resurrection is the guar- 
antee of the forgiveness of our sins (1 
Cor. 15:17). He taught plainly that He 
was going to the cross to die for the sins of 
the world, so that all who would believe 
oh Him might have eternal life. Had He 
hot risen from the dead we would never 
have been sure that our sins had been 
effectively dealt with on Calvary, and 
that our future is secure. 

4. Christ’s resurrection is a warrant of 
our justification (Rom, 4:25). The be- 
liever’s justification—being made right 
or righteous before God—depends upon 
the forgiveness of sin. Without Easter 
morning we could not be sure of that 
justification. 

5. Christ’s resurrection is a pledge of 
our own resurrection (1 Cor. 15:22: Job 
19:25, 26). Had Christ not returned from 
the grave on Easter morning, mankind 
wculd have no assurance that this life 
does not end all and that Christ’s teach- 
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ings concerning the future life were not 
merely the dreams of a mistaken philgs- 
opher. 

6. Christ’s resurrection gave us a sam- 
ple of the resurrection life and the res- 
urrection body that we, too, shall enjoy 
some day (Phil. 3:21). Christ’s resur- 
rection body was one that His disciples 
could touch and handle. They recog- 
nized Him and heard Him speak, al- 
though they knew that His body had 
new powers and ability not exercised 
before His resurrection. These facts 
bring us assurance that, in the life to 
come, we shall not be disembodied 
“ghosts,” but will know our loved ones 
and will be known of them. They show 
us that our resurrection bodies will not 
be subject to the limitations we now 
know, but will have new powers, be- 
cause we shall be like Him and shall 
see Him as He is (1 John 3:2),
